inquiry. In the case of Belleek, however, 


the facts are clear. This village lies wholly 


within the area of the Northern Govern- 
ment and is commanded by. an old fort, 
which stands within the Free State. Some 
time ago the village was seized by Re 
publican forces. The act was a deliberate 


challenge to British authority ; and it was 
repudiated by the Provisional Government. 
Such a challenge could not be ignored. 
Yesterday the. village was cleared by 
British soldiers—fortunately, so far as is 
known, without loss of life, although the 


British guns fired a few shells. The report 


shows that the military éperations were con- 
ducted with the barest nunimum of aggres- 
sion. If no resistance had been offered, 
the re-occupation would have. been entirely 
peaceful. The troops used water trans- 
port in order to avoid the appearance of 


even a technical invasion ‘of Free State 


territory. They.did not attack until fire 
had been opened upon them both within 
the Northern area and from the fort. Now 
that the “irregulars’’ have been expelled, 
the troops will make no further advance. 
They will be withdrawn as soon as the 


raids.

Bankers in Council. 


Three yéars ago there seemed to be some 


hope of a reasonable adjustment of Europe's: 


finances on the basis of the Versailles 
Treaty. To-day there seems to be none. 
Take the case of the Bankers’ Committee. 
When, at the end of last month, the 
German Government consented to comply 
with the terms of the Allies ultimatum 
of last March, the Reparations Yommis- 
sion did a very sensible thing. The German 
Note laid particular stress on the vital 
necessity of an international Joan for the 
purpose of restoring some element of 
stability to the finances of the Father- 
land. Recognising the force of this 
contention, the Reparations Commission 
appointed a committee of bankers to 
investigate the possibilities of providing 
Germany with an early loan, and this 
committee has been at work in Paris since 
the beginning of the present month. On 
Wednesday a crisis occurred in its delibera- 
tions. Most of its members saw quite 
clearly that a loan would not be of the 
slightest value to Germany if its proceeds 
should be seized immediately by. . her 
creditors in payment of reparations. They 
recognised that, before they could make 
concrete recommendations in regard to the 
raising of the loan, they must convince 
the Reparations Commission that a 
long-term moratorium for Germany was 
essential. In this view the bankers, with 
the sole éxception of the French repre- 
sentative, were unanimous. 

The whole matter was referred back to 
the Reparations Commission, with a re- 
quest for definite instructions.» Could the 
bankers enlarge their terms of reference, 
or must they take the financial clauses of

The Olympic Games. 


The Tailteann Games were discussed in 
Dail Eireann yesterday. Mr. J. J. Walsh, 
their chief organiser, is a real enthusiast, 
and his implied optimism about the state 
of Ireland in August must be admired 
even by those who may not share it. Like 
most enthusiasts, however, he is apt to 
go a little too fast and too far, and the 
gentle rebuke which the Dail adminis- 
tered yesterday will do him no harm, The 
echoes of the Tailteann Games hardly will 
have died away before the world of sport is 
beginning to prepare for the Olympic 
Games of 1924. The venwe has been much 
discussed by the Internationa] Executive ; 
but it is now virtually. certain that the 
Games will be held in Paris. No political 
complications are anticipated. The spirit 
of sport is truly catholic and the “all 
nations ' which have been invited to send 
their best athletes to Paris will include 
Russia and Germany. Ireland, too, will 
be entitled to compete as a separate 
nation, The chief difficulty about the 
Paris Games is not political, but financial. 
Their proper organ.sation will require 
large expenditure, and the French Govern- 
ment just now is “looking twice” at every 
penny of its shrinking revenues. M. 
Poincaré is being pressed for assurances 
that adequate credits will be forthcoming ; 
but, like Tennyson's Chancellor, he—

visaged.’” 


Miners’ Wages. 


Trouble is brewing again among the 
coal-miners of Lancashire, South Wales, 
and Scotland. The National Executive 
has been warned by the leaders of the 
miners in these districts that the men are 
getting out of hand and that a general 
strike may be declared. The reason for 
this restlessness is that wages have fallen 
in spite of the last agreement which was 
reached. Under this agreement the miners 
were entitled to a certain share in the 


| groés profits, and thus they might with 


reason have expected their wages to in- 
crease. The actual results of the arrange- 
ment have been found to be the opposite, 
and the profit-sharing seems to have been 
a drain on the miners’ purse. This 
alleged development is the more remark- 
able in view of the fact that the coa] out- 
ut at present is high. If the miners 
reak the agreement before its termina- 
tion in December next, their act of bad 
faith will harden public opinion against 
their case. If their grievance is well- 
founded, however, it is difficult to explain 


{why bigger output should mean lower 


wages. 


A League of Thought. 


The modelling of the new Europe bears 
small trace of intellectual workmanship. 
The truth is that, scattered and without a 
common voice, the intellectual classes 
of to-day take little part in the direction 
of national or international life. To 
remedy this condition of affairs Prince 
Charles Antoine de Rohan has set an 
ambitious scheme on foot. He wishes to 
gather into one comprehensive organisation 
all the intellectuals of Europe. Already 
the movement has gained a footing in 
Austria, and the Prince at present is in 
Paris gathering round him the nucleus of 
an organisation. If the basic principle 
of such a federation is the weal and 
good interests of the European world, the 
work which the League of Nations has 
failed to do may be achieved. ' Only upon 
& basis of good-will and understanding can 
the peoples of Europe work in fellowship 
and harmory.

DESIRE FOR PEACE AND 
CONCORD.

(FROM A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 


One of the most popular meetings of the 
Assembly. is Young People’s Night, and this 
year was no exception. An expectant and 
mainly youthfnl audience filled the two great 
galleries and the floor of the Assembly Hall to 
greet the distinguished visitors invited to 
address them. lt was a thrilling experience to 
listen to the immense audience in full-throated 
volume singing the twenty-third Psalm to the 
old tune of Bastgate. 

The reports submitted. were those of the 
Young People’s Guild and the Sabbath Schools. 
These: were spoken to by the Rev. Ivor 
Roberton, Moderator of the English Pres- 
byterian Church, and Miss Dorothy F. Wilson, 
who has acted for several years as organiser 
in Sunday schools in England. Miss Wilson’s 
address made a deep impression. 

* * 7 * 

A very considerable part of yesterday's 
sederunt wag devoted to what is known as the 
Irish mission and to the report on the state of 
the country. The session was held in private 
lest some rash word might be uttered that 
might find ite way into the Press, and, in the 
present situation, add to the tension and bitte-- 
ness between North and South. As a matter 
of fact, the speeches delivered were studiously 
discreet and temperate, and made under a 
heavy sense of responsibility. Several ministers 
from the South and West of Ireland gave an 
account of the situation in their districts, and, 
though they had to tell of unrest, and in some 
cases of very grave crime, their testimony was 
that they themselves had not beea interfered 
with in the discharge of their duties or in their 
private life. 

In speaking to the report of the Committee 
on the state of the country, the Right Hon. 
H. M. Pollock, of the Northern Government, 
gave expression to a sentiment which many in 
the House heard with deep satisfaction, 

"We desire,” said Mr. Pollock, “ nothing 
better than to live in peace and concord with 
our brethren in Southern Ireland, and in the 
cloeest relations, if that were possible.” This 
is a notable utterance, and it was appropriate 
in a Christian Assembly, If only it me be 
translated into action! Surely to attain to 
“ peace and concord "’ and the “ closest possible 
relations,” neither pride, nor anger, in 
North Irishman or South Irishman should be 
allowed to bar the way. 

The resolutions appended to the report, and 
adopted by the Assembly, expressed condemna- 
tion of all acts of violence and destruction of 
property as contrary to the law of God. They 
further expressed sympathy with members of 
the Presbyterian Church who had suffered loss 
or been driven from their homes, and they con- 
cluded with one which I quote in full :— 

“The General Assembly would remind its 
members that in such a time of national dis- 
tress it is our duty to humble ourselves before 
God, to seek forgiveness for our national sins, 
and to entreat His blessing and favour for our 
land. It would also remind ministers of 
necessity of CEN oe Bs their pulpit ministra- 
tions the duties and. obligations of good citizen- 
ship as part of the Christian life,” 


When the Assembly resumed in open session, 
a number of matters of no little interest were 
taken up, such as, “The War Memorial,” a 
great scheme to erect a hostel in Belfast for 
young péople coming into the city from the 
country; the work of the Historical Society, 
which exists to preserve ancient records a 
monuments; the subject of Church Union; the 
condition of the very important Augmentation 
Fund, whose object is to supplement the in- 
comes of ministers with sm incomes; and, 
finally, the subject of the Home Mission.

THE PRINCE OF WALES. 


Considerable preparations are being 
made in London in connection with the 
return of the Prince of Wales on June 
21st, and it is expected that a preliminary 
announcement on the matter will be made 
in the course of the next few days. 
Arrangements are being made privately to 
decorate the streets through which the 
Prince will drive, and, as soon as the 
route has been decided upon, the work will 
be begun. It is full expected that the 
drive to Buckingham Palace from Padding- 
ton will be a long one, so that as many 
people as possible may be enabled io 
welcome the Prince. 

Some weeks ago it was indicated that 
the Prince of Wales might be best man 
to his cousin, Lord Louis Mountbatten 
when he married Miss Edwina Ashley, but 
the rumour was denied. It now seems 
certain, however, that the Prince will dis- 
charge this important duty for his fellow- 
traveller, and thus over-ride a curious 
point in Court etiquette. The Heir Appa- 
rent, so far as can be traced, has never 
acted as best man toa friend. The Prince 
of Wales has generally a disregard for 
tiresome precedents, and it is most un- 
likely that the King would stand in his 
way if he wished to take such a réle. 

Contrary to expectation, the Prime 
Minister did not return to London to-day, 
and it is only known that he is still in 
the country somewhere, with the precise 
time of his return uncertain. He was, 
therefore, not present at the Court to 
night. In the circumstances, it seems 
unlikely that there will a full meet- 
ing of the Irish Conference before Satur- 
day, and there is now little prospect 0! 
any definite announcement as to the course 
of the negotiations until the Prime 
Minister speaks in the House of Com- 
mons on Monday. <A member of tha 
Government remarked to-day: “ Then wil! 
he the time to say whether the revise: 
draft of the Constitution is acceptable or 


not.’’ 
IRELAND'S CONSTITUTION, 


The Irish Conference was resumed at the 
Colonial Office this morning, but the 
Conference was not a full meeting.

it squares absolutely with the lines of the 
Treaty. Up to the moment, it 3s said, no 
irreconcilable opposition has been dis- 
covered. The progress of this work 1s 
necessarily slow, but it is hoped that it is 
thorough, so that there can be no further 
misunderstanding in the matter. This 
preliminary investigation, when sub- 
mitted to the full Conference, will enab!« 
definite progress to be made. 

The Government is doing all that is 
possible to hasten all the preliminary 
stages to a settlement; for it has been in 
dicated that the time has arrived that 
when, in the interests of everybody, some 
decisive result should be arrived at. The 
patience of the British Government in 
very difficult circumstances has been re 
marked upon abroad, and in London th 
representatives of several important coun 
tries have expressed surprise at the con- 
ciliatory spirit shown towards the Irish 
delegates. Public opinion, however, 1: 
very firm, and, should the Treaty be re- 
jected, there will be a general demand 
that the Prime Minister shall take all the 
necessary steps to prevent the setting up 
of a Repubhie. his is saying nothing 
that is not known to the Irish representa 
tives; for the feeling is so pronounced 
that it cannot be overlooked.

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WHY LARGE FORCES WERE USED. 

The following communiqué was issued from 
the Colonial Office last night :— 

“ British troops operating in the Belleek- 
Peitigo triangle, west of Lough Erne, advanced 
in two columns, north and south of the lake, 
at 12.40 to-day. An armoured car, with the 
Northern column, went on ahead of the 
Infantry to the school at the eastern end of 

veileek village, in order to ascertain whether 
the village, which is in Ulster territory, was 
eccupied by hostile forces, 

“ Fire was opened on the armoured car from 
500 yards north of the school, within Ulster 
verritory, At the same time the advance guard 
of the Southern column was heavily fired on 
‘rom the Belleek Fort. The troops were all 
inside Ulster territory during this firing. 

‘Orders had been issued that, if the re 
connoitring party was not fired upon and the 
village of Belleek in Ulster territory was found 
unoccupied by hostile forces, no general ad- 
vance should be made, and that a peaceful 
reoccupation of the village should be effected. 
In view, however, of the fire directed against 
our troo when moving inside Ulster territory, 
Artillery and Imfantry, with armoured cars, 
were employed, the Artillery firing about 20 
rounds. and the Infantry about 400 rounds. 

“ Four rounds were fired at Belleek Fort, 
whence fre had been made upon the Southern 
column. On the first shell bursting outside the 
fort the garrison of about 40 retreated. The 
fort was occupied without opposition. No 
casualties or bloodstains were seen in the fort. 

“The vyillage of Belleek has also been 
eccupied. 

“No enemy's casualties have been seen and 
no prisoners taken. One- British private has 
been slightly wounded. All is now quiet, and 
our troops remain in occupation both of the 
fort and of the village. 

“The operations designed to clear the 
Pettigo-Belleek triangle have thus been com- 
pleted; and, unless the troops in their present 
positions are attacked, they will make no 
further advance, and there is no reason why 
any further fighting should occur. 

“With a view to preventing bloodshed, forces 
‘ave been employed in these operations out of 
all proportion to the resistance expected, and 
the comparatively bloodless result has justified 
these precautions. It is to be hoped that ail 
exaggerated language will be avoided iu dealing 
with shame inendenta. The intention of Hw 
Majesty's nment is to withdraw the British 
forces withim Ulster territory as soon as they 
are satisfactorily assured that no repetition of 
the incursions and raids which have disturbed 
this area is likely, and communications with 
this object, and for restoring tranquility in this 
part of the frontier, are now being addressed 
t& ihe Provisional Government.” 


INVADERS FIRED FIRST. 


ADVANCE ON EACH SIDE OF 


LOUGH ERNE. 


Last night the military at Enniskillen issued

IRREGULARS. 


Our Ballyshannon Correspondent says that the 
men who were driven out of Belleek yesterday 
lelonged to the force which is controlled from 
the Four Courts. The old fort (which is in 
Free State territory) was evacuated by the 
G.H.Q. garrison some time ago, and was im- 
mediately occupied by the irregulars. 


THE FIGHT DESCRIBED. 
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TWENTY-TWO SHELLS FIRED. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
ENNISKILLEN, Thursday Night. 

To-day the Imperial forces drove the Sinn Fein 
revolutionaries out of Belleck without the loss 
of a man. The only casualty was one soldier 
slightly wounded. 

On Wednesday evening the troops forming 
the attacking party moved out of Enniskillen. 
The party consisted of 150 men of the Man- 
chester Regiment. With them were two 
howitzer guns and two armoured cars. They 
went. by the south side of Lough Erne, while 
on the north side. three companies of the 
Lincolnshire Regiment advanced from the 
Pettigo side, accompanied by armoured cars. 

The military bivouacked for the night six 
miles from Belleek, amid the most picturesque 
surroundings, and the advance began shortly 
before noon. As the troops marched along the 
road they were greeted by loyalists, who flew 
Union Jacks, When within two miles of 
Belleek on the southern side the Headquarters 
Staff and the artillery took up a position on a 
hill overlooking the village and the surrounding 
country. 

By this time the British troops were in posi- 
tion, and at 12.45 they sent an armoured car 
towards Belleck. It halted 150 yards from the 
border, and Thompson gunfire was opened 
against it. Five hits were registered. Sniping 
then began, and the firing from machine guns 
and rifles became general. Then some rifle 
firé came from the Belleek battery, an old fort 
dating back to the time of. the Williamite 
wars, which is on a hill in Free State territory 
commanding the town. The Sinn Fein colours 
were flying from the fort, and men could be 
seen around it. 

Suddenly there was a “boom” of a big gun, 
and the ground shook. A cloud of dust arose 
from the back of the fort, and the Re 
publicans were seen scattering in all directions. 
three more high explosive shells were fired, 
and every one of them registered a hit, landing 
within the walls of the fort. The fight was now 
in full swing. Signallers could be seen flashing 
messages across the lake, and the northern 
force, having pushed their way up the ‘hills 
overlooking the River Erne, engaged the Re- 
publicans in a running fight. 


IN RETREAT. 


There were lulls, omly to be followed by 
rapid musketry and Lewis-gun fire. The 
artillery were not slow inh following the course 
of the hostile snipers. They quickly picked 
up their whereabouts, and shell after shell was 
fired. ‘The firing got nearer and nearer to 
Belleek The direction of the guns had to be 
altered: “2,500 yards,” came the order. 
Double up—quick there.” ' The guns were 
laid; and away in quick succession the shells 
sereamed overhead, well to the right of Belleek, 
to the north, and later on towards Bally- 
shannon. 

The Republicans were in retreat by 1.30. At 
1.36 the flag disappeared from the fort, and the 
Lincolns marched in and took possession. 
There were lulls in the shooting now, some- 
times of ten minutes’ duration. Then 
it would break out anew. One of the 
shells proved a “dud,” but it was followed 
“by certainties,” and by 2.56 the last 
and twenty-second shell had been fired. 
Belleek was altogether now in the hands of the 
British forces, and the General Officer Com- 
manding and his Staff entered the village. 

On approaching the village some obstructions 
.were met. Trees and stones had been placed 
across the roadway. In the fort the General 
and his Staff viewed the destruction, and found 


that some cottages just outside the enclosure 
had ‘not even a broken pane of glass. When 
they entered the village there wa virtually no 
sign of life. Nearly all the inhabitants had 
fled this morning, and I learned that some of 
the principal se gp aay had been driven away 
a week ago. e only people who remained 
were a few old women 4a the girls in the post 
office. 

The town itself was undamaged. . The few re- 
maining inhabitants could not tell who had been 
in occupation of the surrounding hills. 

The ial Constabulary took no part in the 
fight. y watched the border on the Leitrim 
side. The rearguard was supplied by the 
Hampshire Regiment from Lisnaskea. With the 
General was Sir Basil Brooke, the County Com. 
mandant, as a spectator solely. Use was made 
of small water craft on the lake by the 


Specials.”’ 

The whole Belleek sector is thus in loyalist 
hands. Troops have been left behind to occupy 
what is left of the fort, and to garrison the

INCENDIARISM IN CO. DERRY.

INCENDIARISM. 
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SERIES OF FIRES IN BELFAST. 


Another determined attempt was made yes- 
terday morning, says our Belfast Correspondent, 
to burn down the Alfred street Laundry and 
Hemstitching Works, owned by Messrs. Robert 
McBride and Co., Ltd. Two high explosive 
bombs were found on. the roof of the building, 
which had apparently missed fire, and petrel 
was found scattered all over the place. Another 
bomb, it is believed, had gone off and set fire 
to the ground floor of the building. and con- 
siderable damage resulted. 

The Fire Brigade also received a call to an 
outbreak of fire in a paper store in Young's 
row, off Newtownards road. Owing to the in- 
flammable nature of the contents, the building 
was completely destroyed. 

At. 8 a.m., when the foreman of Messrs. W. 
H. Alexander and Co., automobile engineers, 
of May stteet, opened the premises, he found 
that an incendiary fire had just been started. 
He was able to extinguish it before serious 
damage occurred. A typewriter which had been 
stolen by the incendiaries was subsequently 
recovered by the police from an ash-pit at the 
rear of an adjoining streer. 

At 12.30 p.m. the printing and stationery 
works of Messrs. Harold, Hawthorne street, 
were maliciously set on fire by a party of 
armed men, who took ion of the pre- 
mises and “held up” the employés. € 
machinery was smashed with sledge hammers, 
and the place was then set on fire and com- 
pletely destroyed. 

A partially successful attempt was made to 
burn the premises about a fortnight ago. 


MATER HOSPITAL. 
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TELEGRAMS TO RED CROSS,

We arrived with the complete 
outfit and stores from England. My last 
despatch was prior to our departure from 
Krampa Dzong, where we were overtaken 
by Finch and Crawford, who were bringing 
up the oxygen outfit from Darjeeling. 

The blizzard experienced by the main 
body caught them on leaving Gnatong and 
when crossing the Jelap La in the Arun 
Valley. The latter was crossed in the 
morning before the disgusting midday 
winds of Tibet had arisen, the dust storms 
usually occurring then, or afterwards, 
being avoided. 


Furthermore, the most glorious views of 
Everest were obtained, filling up the whole 
aspect. Looking south down the Arun Valley, 
Everest and its great supporter, Loetze, did not 
appear to be more than 20 miles distant, so 
clear was the atmosphere, whereas actually 
they were at least miles distant. 

Rongbuk Monastery, which can be reached in 
four days, is one of the holiest in Tibet. The 
Lama himself is an incarnation of the God 
Chenraysay. The monastery is ‘newly-built, com- 

ared with others, and is extraordinarily clean. 

t is visited annually by large numbers of 
Buddhist devotees. 

It is doubtful if such a caravan as ours was 
ever before established so high in the 
mountains, for we are 13 Britishers, and 60 
hillmen bringing from Shelkar Dzong 
animals, assisted by porters. 

The relief in getting here and feeling at last 
ready to begin work is very t. 
fortunately, we are unable to establish the 
main base in as convenient a place as was 
hoped, owing to the unwillingness of the Yak 
drivers and owners of the remaining animals 
to face the roughish road along the edge of 
the Rongbuk Glacier. Indeed, we feared, in a 
small way. a strike of the local Transport 
ye “gaol Union. This will occasion a few days’ 
elay. 

The following despatch has been received in 
Simla from General Bruce: — “On May 20 
Morshead, Somervill, Mallory, and Norton 
camped at 25,000 feet on Everest. On May 21

feet. without oxygen. All descended to Camp 
3 on May 22.

CHARGE AGAINST A RAILWAY 
COMPANY. 


In Dublin Police Court yesterday, before Mr. 
Cooper, K.C., the ‘hearing was resumed of the 
case in which the Dublin Board of Fishery 
Conservators charged the Great Southern 
Railway Company, with having on certain dates 
in the month of May and at other times 
within a recent iod, allowed creosote to flow 
from their works into the Liffey, with the 
result that the fish in the river were poisoned. 

At a previous ES of the case evidence 
was given by the chief bailiff that he found 
matter being carried into the river from the 
defendants’ premises, which on being analysed, 
was found to contain creosote in an almost 
crude state, and at various points in the river 
he found dead salmon and salmon fry. 

The defendants pleaded that what had 
ocourred was the result of a creosote tank 
overflowing after heavy rain, and that every 
precaution had. been taken to prevent a re- 
currence of the cause of the complaint in this 


case, 

Mr. E. Hi Burne, solicitor, conducted the 
“gar TE w Bh be im ibbon, K.C. (in- 

ru y Mr. er Barrington), appeared 
for the defendants. a ys 

Mr, Ár mo replying to Mr. Burne, said 
that he admitted on behalf of the defendants 
that on the 17th May. a large quantity of 
creosote from a tank in which the company 
had confined it found ite way into the river, 
and that the fish found dead in the river on 
the following day was the result of that over- 
flow, but he denied that that constituted the 
offence charged im this case. The defendants 
had not, as charged, caused poisonous 
matter to flow into, the river; that overflow 
was caused by the state of the elements, the 
overflow having followed the heavy fall of 
rain. 

Colonel Claude Cane, who had been examined 
at the previous hearing of the case, was re- 
called and stated that if there had been an 
overflow the tank must have been of faulty 
construction. 

Edward Dalton, head fisherman, employed by 
Mr. Robert Worthington, lessee of the severa! 
fishery, stated that he had found dead fish in 
t ó Fon near where the creosote was dropping 
into it. 

Mr. Robert Worthington, a member of the 
Board of Conservators, said that he entirely 
relied on the agreement made with the rail- 
way company on a preyious.oceasion. He bad 
seen y. dily stuff lying right across the 
river below the outfall and a large number of 
dead fish floating. Creosote was highly 
deleterious to fish, and it was to be seen on 
the river to-day. At first he thought that the 
stuff was coming from the Chapelizod Distillery, 
but subsequently he ascertained that its source 
was the outfall from the railway premises into 
the river. The damage that had been done 
to the fishery was tremendous. The main 
injury was the destruction of the salmon fry.

A FAMOUS REGIMENT. 


This week, remarks The TJ'imes editorially, 
had been marked by two specially sad and 
momentous events in the history of the Royal 
Munster Fusiliers, one of the Irish regiments 
now in process of being disbanded.

Like the other Irish 
regiments which have till now been an integral 
= of the British Army, they look back on a 
ong and splendid record of service to the 
Empire and the Crown. Their traditions, as 
Sir George MacDonogh reminded them at 
Etreux, reach back two hundred and seventy 
years, and their battle roll before the late war 
extends from Plassey to South Africa. 

In the Great War one battalion alone lost 
a hundred and eighty officers, and over four 
thousand rank and file. Now, in common with 
the Royal. Irish iment, the Connaught 
Rangers, the Leinster Regiment, and the Royal 
Dublin Fusiliers they are to go. From the 
King downwards every one deeply sympathises 
with them, but none caú stay their going.

CONDEMNATION OF DUBLIN 
COLLEGES. 


Mr. J. J. Walsh, in asking sanction for a vole 
of £5,000, made an exhaustive statement on the 
arrangements in progress fog the Tailteann 
Games. 

Professor Hayes took exception to a pura- 
graph in the statement condemning as anti- 
Irish residential colleges for not providing facili- 
ties for the accommodation of athletes. He 
thought it was unfair to state that these col- 
leges were anti-Irish because, for reasons which 
seemed to them sufficient, they refused to give 
accommodation. 

Mr. de Valera said that he thought that the 
paragraph was rather strange, and suggested 
that it be withdrawn. 

Mr. Walsh refused to withdraw it. 
stated what they believed to be true. 

Mr. Cosgrave moved that it be deleted. These 
colleges should not be compelled to do this, and 
it would. be a condemnation of the Dail to hold 
out a threat to them. 

Madame Markievicz seconded the amendment 

Mr. Stack expressed sympathy with the 
Director of these Games on account of the un- 
possible attitude of some of the colleges. 

Mr. Walsh stated that no institutions in the 
country had done more to poison the minds of 
the youths than these colleges.

A LOAN OF £5,000. 


The report of the Special Committee on the 
Trish Race Congress was submitted.

“Technical instruction enabies young men 
and women to become so contuaifnt that they 
are masters and mistresses of their own des- 
tiny.” said Mr. T. P. Gill in hie address before 
the Congress of the Irish Technical Instruction 
Association at Clonmel yesterday. 

They had, he said, carried through their work 
successfully. They had kept their all Ireland.

several times without effect. A shot was fired, 
and immediately Private Columb fell at qwit- 
nes's feet. That shot could only have come 
from the police barrack. The driver of the 
lorry hacked it after being called upon to halt 
about ten times. When marching the men who 
had been in the lorry away in Mary street wit- 
ness got two bullet wounds, which came from 
hehind. A prisoner was also shot at the same 
firm, Witness and the prisoner were hit at the 
same moment.
